“The tax rate in this city,” said the 
Controller in conclusion, “is no higher in 
proportion than it is in any other city in 
the United States. The citizens of New 
York get more for their money than the 
citizens of any other city, but they do not 
etop to think of that.” 

Opening with a declaration that there 
@re enough contracts awaiting certifica- 
tion on his desk at the present time, in- 
cluding $12,000,000 of water-shed jobs, to 
bring the debt of the city up to within 
$2,000,000 of the legal debt limit, the Con- 
troller said, ‘‘ Any man who is against the 
building of subways in this city we would 

‘declare an idiot at once. Subways de- 
velop the suburbs and increase values, 
We must spend money on transportation 
and on schools, and to get the money I 
don’t see but we have got to change the 
Constitution. Anything else will be a 
makeshift. Then there is the Police De- 
partment. The station houses are @ dis- 
grace to the city. We have the meanest 
municipal offices in the country. @The 
financial department is housed in an old 
rattletrap, firetrap of a building which 
mone of you men would occupy. 

City Has Been Wastefual, Metz Says. 


‘‘Our debt Mmit is piain. The city has 
no assets. It simply has the right to tax 
its citizens and can borrow money only 
on this right. It is possible for us to 
make the Borough of Queens a Manu- 
facturing place, and instead of doing s0 
we have been driving business out of 
town for ten years and laying out parks 
and building sites. I don’t like to shout 


tereenything-simply because it is popular, 
but we have been wasting money, simply 


throwing it away, 
have confidence enough in the city to sub- 
ecribe the last bond issue six times over 
when a private corporation cannot raise 
@ cen}. 

“The city budget was 53.3 per cent. 
greater for this year than for the year 
after consolidation. For education, ex- 
clusive of buildings and lots, the differ- 
ence is $28,000,000 to $13,000,000, or a dif- 
ference in expenditure per capita of from 
66.44 to $4.06. This is more than the en- 
tire expenditure of seven of the largest 
cities in this country. In the Police De- 
partment there is an increase of 2814 per 
cent., and it has not received what it 

hould get. In the Health Department it 
fas gone from $9,000,000 to $16,000,000, 

n the Fire Department there has been 
Gn, increase of $3,000,000, and in the De- 

artment of Correction an increase 

6.9 per cent. 

“When we raised the assessed valua- 
tion in 1908 we got more money and we 
Bpent more. The obligations we are pay- 
ng off now were started at that time. 

‘he total funded debt of the city to-day is 
§735,000,000, and the percentage of in- 
crease in this was greater. from 1902 to 

903 than in the four years since then. 

‘he debt limit of the city under the 10 

r cent. of the total assessed valuation 
s $624,000,000. Figuring from the total 
$735,000,000 the water, county, and other 
exempt bonds, the sinking fund, and con- 
sidering the present contractural liabili- 
ties of the city of $59,000,000 and the lands 
ecquired at $22,000,000, and practical cash 
on hand at $2,000,000, we get a total ex- 
cess of the limit of $27,695,700. 

“As I said before, this could be wiped 
out at any minute. I am going at the 
obligations on the ground that I can issue 
some more bonds, but you can’t do this 
too fast.

|REVOLT AGAINST PRESIDENT.

Senators Intend to Stop Pay of Hold- 
Over Officials After Reflection.

| WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—Revolt was! 
| expressed in the strongest terms to-day | 
in the Senate against the monopoly of | 
Federal patronage by the White House, 
The revolution is not to be one of talk 
| alone. Plans were outlined in executive | 
| session by which the President in future! 
|is to be shorn of part of his power. 

The first steps taken will concern the 
appointment of Postmasters. The scheme | 
is to see that hereafter these will be the | 
men chosen by the Senators for the | 
places, or at least that they shall not be| 
men to whom the Senators are opposed. 

The executive session lasted four hours, 
and the debate is declared to have been | 
one of the most acrid of the Sixtieth Con. | 
gress. The case of William H. Northup, 
the hold-over. Postmaster at Pensacola, 
has taught Senators that a new plan of | 
campaign was needed. Northup, was re- 
| appointed, rejected by the Senate about 
|& year ago, but the President has kept 
| him in office despite the protests of the 
Senate by simply failing to appoint a 
successor. 

The Senators now see that despite the | 


refusal of confirmation, the “ advice and | 
consent of the Senate” becomes, in the} 
| opinion of the Senators, a farce. | 
So they proposed in the executive ses- 
|} sion to-day a plan for defeating such tac- 
| tics hereafter, as fas as Postmasters are | 
| concerned, by !nciuding in the next Post 
| Officé Appropriation bill a clause provid- 
ing that holdovers under such circum- 
stances should serve without pay. 

By this means, Senators feel that the 
| responsibility for failure to appoint a 
Postmaster will lie with the occupant of 
| the White House. If the President at- 
| tempts to carry out his own wishes and 
| Names @ man to office who is personally 
{and politically objectionable to the Sen- 


ators from the State affected, the plan 
is to reject the nomination. The man 
whose pay is stopped will quilt, and the 
President either must satisfy the Senate 
in his appointment or shoulder the blame 
| for hampering the Post Office facilities 
of the section. 

| As soon as the Senate rearranges the 
| Post Office Appropriation bill the new 
| plan will be put into operation.

Then you patted us on 
the back and said, in substance: ‘ That’s 
all right; now go and put on some more 
trains.’ ’’ 

The Commisstoner explained that the 
Brooklyn tube had opened in the mean- 
while, and suggested that the company 
should increase the service in the early 
evening. 

“You can’t do that in a day,” retorted 

Mr. Hedley. ‘“‘Schedules must be ar- 
ranged, trainmen arranged for, oars 
cleaned at different hours—a lot of things 
have to be considered.”’ 

“But it has been ten days since that 


was brought to your notice.” 

“Yes, and I’ve béen here a good 
of the ten days.

*‘Couldn’t you, perhaps, attend to these 
little matters by working at night?”

- FIGHTON HUGHES BILL 
BY RAGING INTERESTS 


Attack on Proposed Appropria- 
tion for Agricultural Societies 
Arouses Governor's Friends. 


HINT OF A COMPROMISE 


Bill to Restrict Betting May Be Intro- 
duced to Quiet Demand for 
Its Prohibition. 


Special to The New York Times, 

ALBANY, Feb. 17.—The announcement 
that ex-Gov. Frank 8. Black has been 
retained by the agricultural societies to 
appear on Wednesday at the hearing be- 
fore the Codes Committee on the Agnew- 
Hart bills, embodying the Governor's rec- 
ommendations for the abolition of race 
track gambling and to oppose the pro- 
vision for a direct appropriation of $250,- 
000 for the maintenance of the fairs, has 
convinced the friends of the proposed 
reforms at the Capitol that the bitter 
fight of former years is to be renewed. 

Gov. Hughes was deeply interested in 
the announcement, which has been at- 
tributed to a man closely identified with 
the Jockey Club. He is convinced that, 
as in former years, the agricultural so- 
cleties have become tools of the interests 
anxious to see the proposed reforms de- 
feated. -He regards the attack on the 
constitutionality of the appropriation bill 
as coming with bad grace from a group 
of men who for years have accepted 
without question a bounty which they 
knew to be the proceeds of practices 
under the ban of the State Constitution. 

At present the agricultural societies 
have allotted to them for the maintenance 
of their county and town fairs a certain 
percentage of the tax levied by the State 
on the gate receipts at the various race 


tracks. The argument used with the farm- | 


ers by the race-track men was that with 
betting at the tracks abolished, racinys 
would be so unprofitable that the race 
tracks would have to go, and with them 
the revenues they had enjoyed from that 
source. 

Until yesterday’s announcement it had 
been generally believed that in view of 
the strong public sentiment against race- 
track gambling, which has asserted itself 
in various parts of the State in response 
to the propaganda carried on by churches 
and civic societies, and because the Gov- 
ernor himself is behind the proposed re- 
forms, the race-track interests would re- 
frain from active opposition to the reform 
measures. 

This impression was strengthened when 
it was announced last’ week that the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee would report fa- 
vorably the bill providing for the direct 
appropriation for the fairs regardless of 
the disposition to be made of the bills 
embodying the proposed reforms them- 
selves.. The proposed action of the com- 
‘mittee at'that time was regarded as di- 
rectly in line with the Governor’s recom- 
mendation and as a step taken for the 
purpose of allaying opposition among the 
farmers. 

In view of these later developments, 
however, this action, in the eyes of the 
friends of proposed reforms, has. as- 
sumed a sinister aspect. 

It was learned to-night that the repre- 
sentatives of the race-track interests may 
content themselves with the attack on the 
direct appropriation bill, and some prop- 
osition involving a compromise, such as 
the further restriction of betting at the 
tracks, as a sop to public sentiment. 

It is also reported that they will again 
raise the cry that the reforms are being 
supported by the poolroom interests in 
o" York, which have been behind simi- 
ar legislation in past years. 

That the Governor will vigorously resist 
eny attempts to defeat or change the 
Agnew-Hart bills and that if the neces- 
sity should arise he would summon to his 
aid public opinion as he did when_ the 
Public Utilities bill seemed in jeopardy is 
known to his friends. 

The Governor is not alarmed over the 
roposed attack on the constitutionality of 
he direct appropriation. He feels that the 
courts would be constrained to take the 
view that the fairs are maintained not 
for the purpose of providing addition- 
al revenues for the _ farmers, but 
primarily for educational purposes, and 
that as such they are on the same footing 
as the State Agricultural School at Cor- 


nell, the Alfred University, and the agri- |

RUSSIA AND TURKEY | 
WILL AVOID WAR 


Ambassadors at St. Petersburg | 


Say Conflict Is Almost Out | : 


of the Question. 


NEITHER SIDE ABLE TO FIGHT 





Situation Regarded Seriously, How- 


ever, by Conservative Russians— 
Reported Movement of Troops. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 17.—The 
alarmist reports of the possibilities of hos- 
tilities between Russia and Turkey, which 
have permeated all strata of Russian so- 
ciety, have now assumed the proportions 
of a veritable war scare in the sensational 


press, and are being handled with its big- 


gest headlines. Few of the sober-minded : 
people of St. Petersburg expect there will | 
be a war, but the situation is taken seri- 

ously not only in military circles but also 

by conservative politicians. 

M. Guchkoft?, the leader of the majfori- 
ty in the Duma announced to-night his 
intention of raising at the next meeting 
of the Cemmission of National Defense, 
the question of the natton’s readiness for 
war. The Duma, according to M. Guch- 
koff, will be gufity of criminal negligence 
if {t permits the country again to be 
drawn into war for which it is wholly un- 
prepared. The surest means to avoid a 
rupture, he said, igs serious preparation 
for any eventuality. 

The-General] Staff continues to give the 
situation the most serious consideration. 
Persons arriving from Siberia state that 
for several months there has been an un- 
broken movement of Siberian troops to} 
the southwest in the direction of i 
Transcaspian district and Turkestan, from 


which points they could’ be most easily 
concentrated on the Turkish frontier. 
The Ambassadors of five of the leading 
powers, when interviewed to-day, consid- 
ered the possibility of hostilities as bein 
almost out of the question. They gave i 
as their opinion that the Turkish mobili- 
vation in Asia Minor and the warlike 
preparations in Russia were parts in a | 
“gigantic game of bluff’’ which neither 
side would be able to carry to a finish on ! 
account of the lack of sinews of war. 


TIFLIS, Feb. 17.—Reports received here | 
from Armenia declare that all the Redifs, 
or Turkish Army reserve forces, in Van, 
Mush, and the other vallyyets of Asia 


are proceeding rapidly for the frontier. 
At Tiflis the apprehension of hostilities / 
has not abated. The Russian military | 
authorities have ordered that all horses 
in the Caucasus suitable for military pur- 
poses be registered.

MORGAN SYNDICATE | 
OBTAINS FEW BONDS 


Get None of City’s Long-Term) 
Issue and Only $1,101,880 
of the Short Term. 


$3,000,000 TO BOSTON MEN 


Tingley and Reld Will Make $60,000 
Profit—Average Price of 104.22 to 
470 Bildders—List of Awards. 


The J. P. Morgan syndicate, which 
guaranteed the fifty-million-doNar issue 
of city bonds, will not get a dollar’s 
worth of the long-time securities. Stephen 
L. Tingley and A. HE. Reid of Boston, 
whose bids were regarded as being in 


the class where bidders do not make good, 
will get about $3,000,000 worth, and, fig- 
uring on the price they. will have to pay 
as against yesterday’s market price for 
the securities, they will clear up about 
$60,000. 

The allotment of the bonds was made 
public last night. The Morgan syndicate 
will get short-term securities to the 
amount of $1,101,880. Some of the long- 
term bonds will go to J. P. Morgan, but 
not to the syndicate. Harvey Fisk & 
Sons get securities to the amount of 
$1,420,000, and Charles D, Barney & Co. 
get $1,630,000. The Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust Company gets $1,820,000, and Lazard 
Fréres $1,500,000. These concerns get the 
largest single allotments at one price. 

J. & W. Seligman & Co. will get $2,262,- 
000 worth, the First National Bank of 
Chicago §1,200,000, William Salomon & 
Co, $1,374,000, William Read & Co. $2,250,- 
000, L. Von Hoffman & Co, $1,625,000, J. 
W. Davis & Co. $1,000,000, and Potter, 
Choate & Prentice $1,248,000, 

The sale broke a record in the number 
of oustomers participating in the allot- 
ment. Altogether, there were 470 of 
them. The price paid, on the average, 
was 104.22 for the long-term issue, and 
those who offered 104 flat get only 79 
of the amount they bid for. 
The short-term bonds went at an average 
price of 100.90. 

Somewhat to the surprise of bond men 
{in this city, the two Boston operators 
made good on their certified checks in 
payment of the 2 per cent, guarantee yes- 
terday, and Mr, Tingley came to this city 
to take up the bonds as soon as the Con- 
troller could make them out. The two 
men’ bid for $8,540,000 of bonds at prices 
around 104,

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 
Many Disappointed Investors. 

When the final tabulations are made in 
the matter of the sale of the $50,000,000 
city bonds, it will be found, undoubtedly, 
that the guesses of a 4.80 basis will be 
verified. There has been some disposi- 
tion to commerit on this basis adversely 
and suggest that at the present time a 
lower basis ought to have been estab- 
‘lished, Those who are in close touch 
with the actual conditions in the bond 
market do not take this view, and they 
realize that the overaubscription and the 
basis itself is entirely satisfactory. There 
are many disappointed bidders, not only 
e@mong individuals, but among bond 
houses. Their bids were between 103 and 
104, and the chances are very poor for 
any allotment. The chances also are very 
good for a very substantial profit for 
those who are able to obtain some of the 
bonds. Many brokerage houses have had 
queries from interior points from persons 
who are interested, but who were not 
¥amillar enough with conditions to make 
an original bid. They are disposed, how- 
even, to take on séme of the bonds, and 
they are more willing to buy them now 
that a definite price has been established 
for them than they would be to make a 
price of their owr, which might be too 
low for them to obtain any of the bonds 
or so high that there would be very little 
profit for them in any subsequent up- 
ward movement. Incidentally, the busiest 
spot in the city for the next few weeks 
will be the stock and bond department 
ef the Controller's office.

Little Change in Copper Outlook. 

Conditions in the copper trade continue 
to excite intrest, anf while the quoted 
prices for the metal reflect anything but 
improvement, individyal opinion is not 
quite so depressing.

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OUR TRADE BALANCE 
GROWING BY LEAPS 


January’s Excess Alone in Our 
Favor $57,000,000 More 
Than in January, 1907. 


EXPORTS SHOW A RECORD 


More Than $206,000,000 for the Month 
—Excess Exports for Three Months 
Are $327,000,000—Gold Situation. 


The record of the country’s foreign com- 
merce in January, made public yesterday 
by the Department of Commerce and La- 
bor, shows a continuance of the tenden- 
cles which, during the last few months, 
have been piling up ea hugh trade balance 
in favor of this country. The exports, as 
compared with the same month last year, 
increased $16,914,891, while the imports 
fell off by $40,888,230, the balance of trade 
in our favor being $120,513,181, an in- 
erease of over §57,000,000 over January, 
1907. 

The exports for the month reached the 
record total of $206,211,835, while the im- 
ports amounted to $85,698,704, the small- 
est for January since 1904 

The balance of trade for the last three 
months has run fn our favor to an amount 
about three times the amount of the bal- 
ance of gold imports up to Nov. 1, On 
the recent gold import movement we 
showed a balance of gold imports for the 
three months since Nov, 1 of about $116,- 
000,000. In November the merchandise 
balance of trade in our favor amounted 
to about $93,000,000, in December to over 
$114,000,000, and in January to over $120,- 
000,000, a total excess of exports over im- 
ports for the three months of éver $327,- 
000,000. These figures show how rapidly 
we have created credits abroad, even 
after the very heavy gold imports of last 
Fall.

Individual investors are apparently pos- | 


sessed of the idea that even the very 
highest investment issues can be pur- 
chased at a price that will net about 5 
per cent.

It does not seem 
reasonable to expect high-grade 4 per 
cent. bonds to sell at 80, but it happens 
very often that when a high-grade 4 per 
cent. issue is offered at 90 or 92, it is re- 
jected as being too high. There is no hard 
and fast rule in the matter of basis yleld 
on bonds of any character, but bond deal- 
ers point out that the high-grade issues 
are not so large in proportion and not so 
likely to come on the market. There is 


nothing so irritating to a bond man who} 
happens to have some friends who desire ; 


to buy investment securities as to have 
him submit a good bond, with the recom- 
mendation of his house, and then have the 
would-be purchaser ask a stock broker

Items in the Day’s Doings. 

Three or four stocks in yesterday's 
market in the inactive list showed par- 
ticularly heavy recessions.

The report of the Missouri Pacific sys- 
tem for the month of October, showing a 
gain of $267,987 in gross, with a loss of 
$328,502 in net, was published yesterday.
